Preface 


As a reference book, a handy volume of information, the ‘Press Refer- 


ence Book of Prominent Virginians’ is published. 


The editors and compilers have aimed to fill a need, supply a demand, 
by gathering and assembling biographical sketches, and up-to-date photo- 
graphs of persons who have taken, and are taking, an active part in affairs, 


political, professional, commercial, and social. 


To the historian, biographer, librarian, clubman, and professional man. 
it should prove invaluable—and justify the editors in the belief that they 


are presenting a work of merit. 


To the newspaper offices of City and State, as well as those of neigh- 
boring metropolitan cities, it will supply a long-felt want, as it contains in- 


formation in a nutshell which otherwise would take time, valuable time, to get. 


The lives of the men in this publication stand out as notable examples 
of the type of men who have lent their force, or capital, or both, to the 
upbuilding of this great Commonwealth. Many of them pioneered through 
the hardships of the Reconstruction days, while others battled bravely against 


prolonged depressions of a period now past; others, while of more recent 


arrival, the Old Dominion State is glad to number among her own. 
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Westhrook Sanatorium was opened four years ago. The institution is located just outside the new 
city limits, in the Ginter Park suburb, and is castly accessible from the city by the Lakeside car line, or 
the Richmond and Chesapeake Bay electric line. All cars stop at the Westbrook entrance. 

The grounds consist of thirty acres, beautifully land off by drives and walk-ways, and covered by 
native and imported trees, flowers and shrubbery 

There are seven buildings, affording altogether rooms for seventy-five patients. One large building 

vides fifteen unusually large rooms for women: another buslding recently constructed, furnishes rooms 
for thirty men, and in addition to these large buildings there are five cottages of from four to twelve 
rooms each, Most of the rooms have running het and cold water; built-in) wardrobes, call bells, and 

have private baths, and a few have private porticoes, All the buildings are heated by hot water, 
lighted by electricity, and supplied by water from a three hundred foot well on the grounds. 

The institution limits itself to the treatment of nervous diseases, the milder mental affections, aleo- 
holic and drug habituation, and it offers a retreat for the tired and over-worked, when medical care 
may be had. Since the institution was opened four years ago, more than nine hundred patients have been 


treated. The Sanatorium is chartered by the State of Virginia, and a chartered school for the traming 
nurses is a part of the institution. 
The patients are under the care of nurses trained for the special work. The institution is equipped 
for therough diagnostic work, and for any treatment that may be indicated. 
Diversion and amusement are afforded by tennis, bowling, croquet, billiards, and hand ball. 
Dr James K. Hall, Dr. Paul Vo Anderson, and Dr. FE M. Gayle own the sanatorium and two of the 
physicians reside in the institution and devote their entire attention to the patients.
